REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Nottingham: 

Last year 87 pupils were registered in the schools of 
Nottingham. Of those not previously registered elsewhere 
in the state, 42 were boys and 35 were girls. The schools 
were in session 36 full weeks, less two days of institutes. 
‘The aggregate attendance was 24,574. The enrollment by 
grades ranged from six in the second grade to 13 in Grade 
III. Seventy-one pupils were promoted and three retained. 
The average September ages of all pupils ranged from six 
years and five months in the first grade to 13 years and 11 
months in Grade VIII. Thirteen pupils were under eight 
years of age, 58 between eight and fourteen, and 6 were 
14 years of age or over. The average attendance was 67.89, 
average absence 3.25, and per cent of attendance 95.43. 
There were 55 cases of tardiness, but 9 pupils were not 
absent nor tardy during the year. 49 elementary and five 
secondary pupils were transported at district expense, while 
20 pupils had their high school tuition paid by the district. 
The teachers were all graduates of normal schools and 
held permanent certificates. Their average experience was 
over six years, and their average salary was $810. Eleven 
School Board meetings were held. 94 visits to the schools 
were made by the School Board and Superintendent, and 
161 by other citizens. 

The health examination conducted by Miss Margaret Mac- 
donald, School Nurse, disclosed 61 cases reported to parents 
as requiring treatment. In the dental clinic served by Dr. 
C. H. Manning and sponsored by the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation, ten pupils received complete care, most of them 
paying all or part of the cost. The nurse also accompanied 
children to other types of clinics out of town upon two oc- 
casions. 
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The present enrollment in the school is as follows:

High school pupils have been enrolled as follows: 

Newmarket 15, Dover 5, Coe-Brown Academy 4, one 
each at Raymond, Manchester Central, and Robinson Sem1- 
nary. 

During the past year revised regulations concerning school 
transportation vehicles have gone into effect. Nottingham 
transporters have willingly complied, so as to furnish the 
district with improved vehicles and service. The School 
Board has also put into use the uniform printed transpor- 
tation contract required by the State Board of Education. 
Carriers and local highway authorities have co-operated to 
maintain remarkably regular service in school transportation.

FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Nottingham: 

Our forest lands represent a substantial proportion of the 
town’s valuation. They provide income to our citizens, from 
the sale of forest products and through employment to 
woods’ workers. The protection of our forest lands is 
essential to the continued welfare of the town. Fire is the 
forests’ worst enemy. It not only destroys the growing crop 
but leaves the land in such condition that nothing of value 
will grow for a long period of years. In addition it costs 
good tax money to extinguish forest fires. 


An analysis of forest fire records indicate that 97 per cent 
are man-caused and consequently avoidable. Carelessness 
and failuré to comply with reasonable regulations governing 
the building of fires in and near woodlands has been costly 
to both towns and individuals. Through elimination of the 
human equation, forest fire losses would be reduced to a 
minimum. This is possible if every citizen would be careful, 
familiarize himself with burning regulations, comply with 
them and then use proper discretion. 


We have been particularly fortunate in this town since 
the hurricane in not having had more serious fires. This is 
due in part to the strictness of our wardens in issuing per- 
mits and splendid cooperation on the part of the public. 
Great care is needed because conditions in our blown-down 
areas are more critical with down material drying out and 
becoming more highly inflamable. The contimued coopera- 
tion of every one is necessary. 


We should all remember that: 


1. Written permission of forest fire warden to burn brush, 
rubbish or other debris in or near woodlands or where 


Sve 
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fire may be communicated to woodlands ts necessary 

when the ground is not covered with snow. Violation of 

this requirement makes the responsible party liable. 

a. To a fine not to exeed five hundred dollars or im- 
prisonment of not more than one year or both. 

b. To the town for expenses incurred by the warden or 
deputy warden in attending or extinguishing such 
fire. 

c. For damages to abutting owners if the fire runs onto 
the abutters’ property. 


2. It is a violation of the Forest Laws of the state to— 

a. Drop or throw any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, 
live ashes or any other substance liable to cause a fire, 
from any vehicle while the same is upon a public high- 
Way or private way. 

b. Drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or near wood- 
lands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live ashes 
or any other substance liable to cause a fire. 


Violation of these prohibitions penalizes whoever is found 
euilty by a fine of $25.00. 


3. You should promptly notify your local forest fire 
warden of any fires you see. 
4, The forest laws are being more strictly enforced each 
year. 

Your cooperation will save the warden considerable 
worry; you and your town much trouble and expense.
